V. J Letter from John Fuller, Efq^ Jmi. 
F R* S. to Sir Hans Sloane, Bart. Tref. 
R. S.^c. concerning the Bffe£is 0/ Dam- 
pier 5 Powder, in curing the jBtte of a 
Mad Dog- 

I Imagined the Ufe of the Lycken cimreus tenefiris 
With black Peppery had been fo infallible a Re- 
medy for the Bite of a Mad-T^ogj that there needed 
no Proofs of its Virtue : I myfelf have ufed it upon 
Dogs, and always with Succefsi and it is ftrong in my 
Memory, that fome Years ago, a ikf^^^-jD^^ or C^iJ- (I 
forget which) had bit fome Children and the Mother, 
at Battle > the Chirurgeon came over to my Brother, 
Dr. Rofe Fuller y and we all went out in a Snow, 
with a Broom, and found fome of it, and mix'd it as the 
Account of TOampier direfted. They all took it, as 
well as a Dog or two that were bit, and none of them 
had any bad EfFcfts from the Bite. 

This 
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This laft Chrtftmas 1737, my next Neighbours 
Servant imprudently going to fearch whether a Dc^ 
fufpefted to be mad, had been worm'd, (which Dog 
died mad in three or four Days afterwards) was bit 
very much in both his Hands : He went to a Perfon 
near me, wlio has liad fuch Succefs, as to be applied 
to far and near, and who told me he would venture 
his Life againft a Crown Piece, if a Man, or any Ani- 
mal, was brought to him within three or four Days 
after the Bite, that he cured him. I faw the Man that 
was bit every Morning, and he told me his Doftor 
went into the Fields, and gather d an Herb that grew 
very near the Ground, like a dried Leaf, and mix'd it 
with Tepper. I ihewed him fome Lichen cinereus 
terrejirisy and he faid he believed it to be the fame. 
Every Day he took his Medicine, ^bout 10 or 11 of 
the Clock, he complained of a violent Heat, and Pain 
in his Head, which 1 was afraid was the EfFed of the 
Bite, and not the Medicine : But after he had taken it 
for fuch a ftated Number of Days, he grew better, and 
has continued well ever fince.- — He had tied his Fin- 
gers with iJ^^^-^^^^r's Ends, which are often ufed 
for a Cuti and they were all very much inflamed, and 
very fore. I made him take them off, and all his 
Plaifters, and wafh his Hands with Salt and Water, and 
in a Fortnight's Time they were quite w^ell. ^ ^ ^ ^ 
If this Account fhould corroborate any Experiments 
already made, or incite the Skilful to make farther 
Search of the Ufefulnclsof the LkheUy &c. I hope 
it will excufc this Trouble from,
